\ pril  23tii,  lyait,  t was  out  in  Uie 
r\  back  yard  working  on  an  old 
washing  machine.  The  time  was 
8: Si)  P.M.,  and  the  sky  was  pjtrCectiy 
clear.  The  suii  was  st'tting  in  tlto 
west  ar.d  a couple  oX  jet  planes  were 
creating  brlUiani  vapor  trails  which 
showeil  dramaticaliy  against  the 
blue  sky  because  ol  the  setting  .sun. 

I called  my  wife  out  of  the  kit- 
chen to  have  a look  at  the  pretty 
display  which  was  .so  striking 
against  the  cloudless  sky.  Immed- 
iately her  eyes  lowered  and  cen- 
tered on  a bright  object  hanging 
motionless  In  the  sky  to  the  north. 
Vvd  are  only  about  one  mile  away 
from  the  inountains  to  the  north 
of  us  which  average  a height  of 
around  5,000  feet.

I culled  out  the  neigh- 
bors next  door  who  were  watching 
television,  and  when  I asked  them 
if  they  wanted  to  see  a Hying  sau- 
cer. *hey  thought  I was  cracked. 
They  laughed  it  off  as  uri  early  star 
and  went  back  to  their  TV  set.  .^s 
they  disappeared  into  their  living 
room.  I hollered  at  them  "When 
the  sun  sets  you  won’t  see  any  star 
In  that  position!”  I was  right.  .Vt- 
6:4.5  the  sim  had  set  and  the  ob- 
ject had  slowly  disappeared  from 
sight.  My  wife,  with  her  keen  eye 
sight  said  she  could  still  faintly  see 
it,  but  I could  not.  Before  It  had 
lo.>t  its  brilliance,  however,  I ran 
Into  the  house  and  brought  out 
the  only  glasses  we  had  which  wns 
a little  4-power  field  glass  with  no 
prisms.  I trained  it  on  the  object
